An election was held in Georgia last 


Tuesday for Congressmen, Governor, 
Secretary of State, Controller General, 
Attorney General, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Members of the Legis- 
lature. 
Bat meager reports of the 


election have been received. The mid- 
dle and northern part of the State 
show reduced Democratic majorities 
and Populist gains in the Legislature. 
There is no doubt of the election of 
Atkinson, the Democratic nominee for 
Governor, but the Democratic majority 
of 70,000 of 1892 is very materially re- 
duced. 


The Legislature is to elect a United 


States Senator to succeed Walsh, whose 
term will expire on the 4th of March 
next. The Legislature will have 
ci 


Democratic majority of about 45 ou 
joint ballot. 
This is very different 


from the last Legislature which had 4.2 
Democrats and 1 Populist in the Sen- 
ate and 159 Democrats, 11 Populists 
and 3 Republicans in the Assembly 


In the Tenth Congressional District 


Watson wad elected to Congress over 
Black. Watson, while in Congress, 
became disgusted with the truckling of 
the old parties to the gold idol and 
severed his connection with the Wall 
Street twins. Two years ago he was a 
candidate for Congress on the People's 
party ticket and was defeated by Black, 
Democrat, by 5,600 majority. Now he 
carries the District by a majority of 
over 500. 


This is a decided revolution 
It 


shows that many of the counties in 
Georgia have elected the People's party 
ticket and that one Populist has been 
elected to Congress in a State which 
has heretofore been as solidly Demo- 
cratic as Vermont has been Republican. 
Watson declared emphatically for the 
free coinage of silver and his opponent 
endorsed Cleveland's administration. 
Let us hope that Black's fate awaits all 
gold bogs in the ensuing election 


GOL.D TRUST TACTICS. 


The Democratic State Convention of 


Nebraska adopted resolutions in favor 
of free coinage, refused to indorse the 
Administration of President Cleveland, 
and nominated several of the People's 
party candidates for State offices. The 
goldbug members of the convention 
bolted, organized a rump convention 
and nominated a ticket on their own 
account. The Secretary of State, who 
is a Republican, filed the bolters ticket 
under the Australian Ballot law, and 
refused to recognize the regular con- 
vention or file its certificate of nomi- 
nations.. 


The Chairman of the bolting Demo- 


cratic 
State 
Convention 
filed 
a 


remonstrance against the ticket certi- 
fied to by the regular convention,which 
is designated as an "Assemblage of 
men." The remonstrance sets forth 
that the assemblage adopted substan 
tially the platform of the People's In- 
dependent party and nominated csndi- 
dates of the Independent or Populist 
party and indorsed the Populist candi- 
date for Congress. 


Such action does not, of course, suit 


either wing of the Wall Street combina- 
tion, and the Republican Secretary of 
State, intent on aiding the gold or Ad- 
ministration Democrats, will not file, 
unless compelled to do so by the courts, 
the certificate of nominations of the 
regular convention, He, a Republican, 
assumes to dictate the platform and 
ticket of the Democratic Convention 
and will not file it because it does not 
indorse Cleveland's Administration, 
and bears the names of the Independ- 
ent or Populist candidates. 


Such arrogance on the part of an 


official should be condemned by every 
person who believes in a government 
of the people.

THIS YOI.O TRAIN WRECKING 


An employe of the Southern Pacific 


Company at Sacramento named V/ill 
iam MoCullom publishes a statement 
relative to the wrecking of the train in 
ifolo county, near Sacramento, Cal- 
ifornia, on July 11,1894. The engineer 
and four soldiers, who were on the 
train, were killed, and several persons 
were arrested for complicity in the 
affair. McCullom says he knows all 
about the wrecking of the train. He 
says the track was not torn up on July 
llth, as was supposed, but on the night 
of July 10th, and that S. D. Worden 
had nothing to with it. 


At the examination of those alleged 


to have been 
implicated 
in the 


train wrecking, the evidence seemed 
stronger against Worden than any of 
the others. 
Now McCullom asserts 


that Worden had nothing to do with 
wrecking the train. Of course much 
depends upon the reputation of Mc- 
Cullom and his ability to substantiate 
what he says in his published state- 
ment. 


It is Attracting the Attention of Eastern 


People. 


COLUMBUS, O., October 4.—A mani- 


festo has been issued from the Demo- 
cratic State headquarters stating that 
the last campaign was fought upon the 
issues of tariff reform and the adjust- 
ment of the money question "by the 
restoration of silver to its rightful 
power. The Wilson law settles the 
former question and, therefore, the 
money question is the supreme issue 
now before the country. Hard times 
is stated to have commenced with the 
demonetization of silver. Arguments 
in favor of silver are recapitulated. 
Silver is stated to be the standard of 
value in more than half the world. A 
general decline in prices is stated to 
have been brought about by the shrink- 
age in volume of money, relative to 
population and business. The mani- 
festo then practically pronounces in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. 


WASHINGTON, October 4.—An address 


to the voters of Ohio was received by 
some of the Treasury officials with in- 
difference, while others criticised it 
severely and none of them would talk 
for publication. It can b«> safely said 
though that the views of Thurman and 
his colleagues are not shared by any ol 
the administration people here, either 
as to tariff or the money question 
The free coinage doctrine of the com- 
mittee address meets nothing but oppo- 
sition and censure from the adminis- 
tration officials. The arguments are 
characterized as exceptionally weak. 
The 
Administration 
members 
are 


strongly contending that the agitation 
of the silver question at this time can 
result only in impeding progress of 
the great business revival which is now 
setting in, and to make it a national 
political issue would be nothing less 
than crime. They favored ignoring 
the silver question in the hope that the 
agitation will cease. 


The Republican Press of the State 


which for the last two years referred to 
the Silver party and People's party as 
one and the same, is now trying hard to 
irake it appear that there is a wide 
difference between them. Anything 
of course, to create dlssention among 
those who disprove of Wall Street 
methods, as that is their only hope of 
success.

Who Should Have the Vunds. 


SAN 
J?BANOISOO, 
October 4.—The 


Supreme Court has decided that the 
custody of State and county school 
funds belongs to the County Treasurer 
and not the City Treasurer, as the 
Legislative amendment of 1893 decreed 
The Supreme Court decided that the 
Legislature exceeded its power in mak- 
ing such amendments to former acts 
The case in point was that of Louis 
Bruch, principal of the public schools 
at San Jose, who asked for a writ of 
mandate on the refusal of the City 
Treasurer to pay him his salary, as 
Oity Treasurer Golombet believed that 
he was not the proper man to pay such 
demands. The Court's opinion, written 
by-Commissioner Jackson Temple and 
concurred in by the Court, closes with 
the following words: 


"I think that the law authorizing the 


City Treasurer to have the custody of 
State and county school moneys is in- 
valid because it violates the require- 
ments of uniformity and the provisions 
prohibiting special and local laws in 
the management of the common school. 
On this ground, therefore, I am of the 
opinion that the writ of mandate in 
this case should be denied."

THE 
EUROPEAN 
PERCENTAGE 


GAME. 


It has Been Flayed on American Indus- 


tries With Disastrous Result*. 


There is one question involved in the 


present industrial depression which 
the leaders of the two old parties en- 
tirely ignore, and that question is 
"European percentage." 


The bondholders of Europe have 


succeeded in working their percentage 
game on American industries to such 
an extent that it now takes nearly a 
million dollars a day to pay this per- 
centage. How these wily Europeans 
succeeded in getting possession of six 
or seven billions of American securi- 
ties and industries is very hard to ex- 
plain. The statistics of the Taeaeury 
Department show that for the pasl 
fifty years the balance of trade, taken 
as a whole, has been enormously in our 
favor. For the same period our ex- 
ports of specie have exceeded the im 
ports by more than eight hundred 
million dollars, and yet. in the face of 
this favorable showing we are now 
struggling to pay the interest on a vasl 
debt. We are paying some of this in- 
terest in wheat at fifty cents a bushe: 
and cotton at any price the Europeans 
name, the balance being made good 
with other products and more promi- 
ses to pay. Occasionally these accom- 
modating Europeans take a few woolen 
mills and cotton factories on interest 
account, and during the past few years 
they have extended their percentage 
collections so as to include watch fac- 
tories, paper mills, carpet mills, brew- 
eries, cattle ranges, packing houses, 
gold mines, etc. • 


The leaders of the two old parties 


tell us that European capital is being 
invested here to help develop our re- 
sources, and we must not allow any 
financial legislation that will impair 
our credit abroad, for we need all the 
European capital we can got. We 
must engage in another sham battle 
over the tariff and make that the para- 
mount issue. McKinley has already 
issued the ultimatum and the tariff 
war is now raging in several States. 


The Populists are making an educa- 


tional campaign and are convincing 
;he intelligent voters that the present 
ndnstrial depression is not due to the 
;ariff, but is the result of vicious finan- 
cial legislation. The Populists also 
claim that Undo Sam has plenty of 
;he raw material to make all the money 
;his country needs, and when they get 
control of this Government American 
resources will be developed with Amer- 
ican capital, and the European per- 
centage game in this country will be 
abolished.
